Economy forces departmental cutbacks 


With funding for higher 
education facing its most 
severe crisis in years, dif¬ 
ferent schools and depart¬ 
ments on campus are being 
forced to economise in an 
attempt to maintain current 
programs 

Dr. Karl E. Keefer, dean of 
the School of Education, said 
his school has had to cut ex¬ 
pense in non-academic areas 
"We're trying to economize 
in our operating budget rather 
than let people go, " he ex¬ 
plained." The administrative 
part is the only place to cut 
because our staff is already as 
small as it can be without 
cutting things that 
we're doing.’’ 

Keefer cited telephone calls, 
office supplies and travel as 
three major cutback areas 
"We're beginning to cut 
travel already," he explained 
"We are also trying to be 


economical in the use of office 
supplies and minimize our 
long distance telephone calls 
These are the typical sorts of 
things that come to mind. 

"One thing this year that we 
are doing differently is when 
things need duplicating,” he 
continued. "The easiest way, 
and the neatest, is to type the 
original and take it downstairs 
to the printing shop and use 
the multilith machine We 
have a ditto machine, 
though, that is not as neat, 
but it saves money so we use 
it." 

Dr. Marilyn Sampley, dean 
of the School of Home 
Economics, said her school is 
not hurting greatly but is 
nonetheless "cutting corners" 
in the usual ways. 

"As far as travel goes, the 
faculty in our school bears the 
bulk of travel expenses,” Ms 
Sampley said. "We reim¬ 


bursed only a small per 
centage of their travel ex¬ 
penses. It they believe a 
meeting is important they can 
go but they must bear most of 
it themselves." 

Home Economics uses 
many appliances, both large 
and small, but according to 
Ms Sampley. the rising prices 
of the appliances have not 
affected them adversely 
“Fortunately, our 
educational plap allows us to 
purchase small appliances, ” 
she explained. "We try to get 
large appliances such as 
refrigerators, stoves and 
freezers from the factory on a 
loan-purchase type plan. What 
this actually amounts to is us 
advertising for them” 

If things continue to become 
tighter, however. Ms. Sam¬ 
pley predicted her school 
would be forced to lay off its 
student employees. 


"If it keeps going, the only 
place to cut would be in the 
number of student employees 
we use in labs." she said. 

What we would have to do is 
have the faculty doing things

they really don't have time for 
and the students who are 
employed would lose their 
income.

Dr. Charles E. Harding, 
chairman of the chemistry 
department, said the crunch 


a certain amount of money 
that came with it," Harding 
said. "Because of that we 
were able to purchase some 
good equipment which gave us 
a fairly good undergraduate 
department. 

“The 72-73 budget was such 


that we could purchase some 
more equipment. We got 
several other smaller pieces 
of equipment that we needed," 
he said. "Last year we didn't 
buy any equipment, though, 
and we won’t buy any this 
year." 

Chemicals, however, have 
risen astronomically in price 
during the past year, ac¬ 
cording to Harding A pound of 
Acetomide which had a bid 
price of $3.31 last year now 
goes for $16.41, an increase of 
396 per cent. A pound of 
Thioacetamide, which is used 
extensively in chemistry 1130, 
has risen 580 per cent over the 
same period, selling for $49 07 
now as compared to $7.21 a 
year ago 

"Most of our increases have 
been in chemical prices, 
Harding said “They have 
increased over the past year 


anywhere from 10 or 15 per 
cent all the way to over 500 per 
cent." 

Glassware, which is also 
used extensively in chemistry 
lab experimentation, is 
another expensive com¬ 
modity. 

“The glassware that we 
use is very ex¬ 
pensive,"Harding explain¬ 
ed “We use a lot of beakers 
and test tubes and the price 
for a separatory funnel for 
instance is $12. Students don't 
realize this." 

The department has taken 
steps to conserve chemicals, 
the most important being the 
modifying of experiments. 

“We are trying to work our 
experiments on a smaller 
scale," Harding explained 
"We use about 10 pounds of 
Thioacetamide per year and 
at the price now. that amounts 


to $490. If the staff and 
students share the in¬ 
convenience of conserving 
these chemicals, no one will be 
hurt too much.” 

The department is also 
making the standard 
economical moves in supplies 
and travel 

"We have never spent much 
on travel in the Department of 
Chemistry," Harding said. 

"The most we ever spend Is 
$800 per year, and most years 
it averages around $500. 
isn’t much for 10 full time 
members. 

"As for supplies, we have 
changed the distribution of 
pencils and this sort of thing " 
he continued. “We have alio 
cut back on paper, dob* 
things like writing tests on the 
back of scratch paper. It's not 
as convenient, but it saves 
money " ”

After realizing a $1012 profit 
on Sunday night's Charlie 
Daniels concert. SGA officials 
have announced contracts 
have been signed for Barry 
Manilow, scheduled for 8 p.m.

SGA Vice President Art 
Swann said he did not know 
the total cost figure on 
Manilow because of sound 
expenses, but Manilow will 
have to be guaranteed $4000 to 
perform. 

Meanwhile several students 
and SGA officials have 
speculated about a big concert 
which is being discussed for

sometime in May in Pacer 
Stadium. When contacted 
about the possibility of such a 


concert, Swann declined to 
name a specific group but did 
say it was possible 

"There is a real good chance 
we will have a big concert on 
the football field on May It," 
Swann said. "Right now we 
are talking to the manager of 
one of the biggest groups in 
the country There is nothing 
definite, as of right now it is in 
the planning stages .” 

Mike Faulk, SGA President, 
discussed using the field for a 
concert with the ad¬ 
ministrative cabinet on 
Monday Faulk said he had 
already discussed the 
possiblity with Martin Mayor 
Tom Copeland and the city 
aldermen and they had not 


Study shows grade rise 
for freshmen and seniors

The average grade point 
average for freshmen rose 16 
per cent between 1966 and 
1974, according to a recent 
survey compiled by the Office 
of Admissions and Records 
The average freshmen GPA 
of l.tl in 1966 rose to 2.06 in 
1970 and 2.29 in 1974 
“I would have thought the 
difference would have been a 
little bit greater," Henry 
Allison, dean of admissions 
and records, said. "We believe 
the greatest single factor in 
the grade increase is the 
extension of drop date from 
three to five weeks.” 

The added time for dropping 
courses gives students more 
time to tell if they are going to 
be able to make it in the 
course, Allison said. This has 
resulted in more students 
dropping classes they are 
unable to keep up in the 
consequently a higher GPA is 
reported. 

"Freshmen come in con¬ 
fused and try to continue the 
method they used in high 


school," Allison explained. 
“Then they discover they’re in 
trouble and they might just 
drop the course 
“The GPA for seniors hasn’t 
really changed that much,” he 
said “Seniors seem to have 
hit a leveling off point They 
can't drop courses like a 
freshman because they know 
it will put them too much 
behind.” 

The main purpose of the 
original study was to deter¬ 
mine if teachers were grading 
easier, Allison said 
"But with this other 
variable (the later drop date), 
we can’t really make this 
assumption," he said. 

The later drop date went 
into effect in Fall 1973. 

"All 1974 freshmen had the 
advantage of the extension," 
Martha Williams, registrar, 
said. “This date coincides 
with the GPA rise. 

“I don't know, but with the 
economic situation the way it 
is, students coming to college 
may be more interested in 
studying and making the 
grade," Ms. Williams said. 


“With all these factors, I 
don’t know if we’ll ever be 
able to determine if it’s easier 
grades, the later drop date or 
just smarter students,” 
Allison said. “I’m very im¬ 
pressed by the students we 
have today.” 

In the same study, the 
average senior GPA dropped 
from 2.65 in 1966 to 2.57 in 1970 
then rose again to 2.69 in 1974, 
a .015 per cent increase from 
1966. In a separate study of 
June commencements, 
students graduating in the 
honors category rose from 16.5 
per cent in 1972 to 18 per cent 
in 1973 and 19 per cent in 1974 

“This was just a limited 
study,” Allison said of the 
comparison of freshmen and 
senior GPAs. "For the year 
1974, we were able to use the 
computer. The other years we 
had to do by hand and it was 
ver time consuming.” 

“I wouldn’t place a lot of 
confidence in this study,” he 
said. “It gives us some idea, 
but we plan to do a much more 
in depth study as time per¬ 
mits.

"Mandy.” the number one 
song on the charts and 
currently has another song on 
the charts which we anticipate 
will be in the top 10 by concert 
time," Swann said when asked 
why he felt Manilow would 
appeal to students. 

“Anytime you make money 
and please people you are a 
success," Swann said about 
Sunday's concert which was 
attended by approximately 
2900 people “That is the most 
active that I have ever seen a 
crowd at a concert here " 

According to Swann, one of 
the concert plusses was 
scheduling it while Charlie 
Daniels is at the height of his 
popularity. 

"This was Charlie's biggest 
concert where he was 
headlining," Swann said 
"The group was pleased and 
felt this concert was their 
breaking point.”

Petition deadline set 
for cabinet positions 


Anyone planning to run for a 
position on the SGA executive 
cabinet for next year must 
have a petition handed in to 
SGA by 5 p.m. April 7, ac¬ 
cording to SGA President 
Mike Faulk. 

According to Faulk, cam¬ 
paigning for the elections will 
begiirat 8 a m. on April 8 with 
elections set to be held April 15 
and 17. He also said there will 
be a meeting of all candidates 
at 5 p.m. on April 7. 

Under the campaign reform 
act of 1974. all candidates 


must take a test on the SGA 
constitution and score 70 per 
cent or better on it before 
being allowed to run, Faulk 
said He said copies of the 
constituion will be available 
during registration for all 
perspective candidates to 
obtain and study. 

Faulk said all perspective 
candidates should refer to 
articles 4.5 and five of the 
SGA constitutional by-laws 
which concern declaration of 
candidacy and campaign 
rules. 


"We couldn't continue to 
operate with less funding,” 
Neal Graves, Spirit advisor, 
told Congress. "We might be 
able to survive one year, but 
two or three years would see 
the end of the yearbook. 

Graves also said the price of 
the yearbook will probably 
have to be increased from $8 
to $9 next year because of 
having to pay the advisor from 
the price of the book In the 
past the advisor's salary has 
been paid by the ad¬ 
ministration, but they are not 
going to be able to continue 
this practice, Graves said. 

“There has been a trend 
nationally for yearbooks to be 
struggling and dying." 
Graves said. “We have 
managed to keep some in¬ 
terest alive here.” 

Graves said the printing bill 
for the yearbook has been 
reduced by about $2000 over 
the past six years by 
eliminating certain things

my job in any way,” Swann 
said "I will put in my office 
hours later which may be an 
advantage to some people.” 
He said people would be able 
to see him after 4 p.m. 

“1 have already lined up 
most of what will happen next 
quarter,” Swann said “I 
have already booked Barry 
Manilow and have made 
contacts on another which I 
hope to finalize before next 
quarter >. 

Both Fitzgerald and Swann 
said they plan to live on 
campus while doing their 
student teaching and therefore 
comply with the rule passed 
by Congress prohibiting co-op 
students and those student 
teaching from holding SGA 
office 

Swann said he felt the 
congressional rule is good 
because co-op and student 
teachers a great distance 
from campus should not try to 
hold office. 

"1 don't think you can 
discriminate against 
education people by saying 
they can’t be SGA officers," 
Swann said. 

Fitzgerald also said he does 
not feel student teaching will 
hurt his ability to carry out his 
duties He said his office 
hours will be from 4-6 p.m. 
until his term of office is up 

The officers elected next 
quarter for the 1975-76 school 
year will assume office before 
the quarter is up and therefore 
the current officers have less 
than a quarter left in office. 
Swann said he felt it would be 
more trouble to try to elect 


someone to fill the positions 
for such a short time than just 
to allow he and Fitzgerald to 
finish out their terms. 

Swann said he did not know 
he was going to need to 
student teach Spring Quarter 
when he ran for vice 
president. He said he had 
planned to wait until Fall 
Quarter but he needs to start 
to work earlier and cannot 
wait for another six months of 
school . 

"It would have been dif¬ 
ferent if it had been Fall or 
Winter Quarter,” Swann said 
“I am no longer in the lear¬ 
ning process of the vice 
president's job.’’ 

However, Fitzgerald said he 
had some idea he would be 
student teaching when he ran 
for office

After being on shaky ground for moat of the 
year, concert entertainment here may have a 
brighter future after SGA's Sunday night 
success with the Charlie Daniels Band 
The profitable venture proved it is still 
possible to make money and provide quality 
entertainment at a small college if the right 
selection is made and the concert is well 
promoted. Netting $1012 for SGA, the group 
played before a near-capacity crowd and 
demonstrated the advantages of dealing with a 
promoter 

Although SGA's profit was only 25 per cent of 
the total amount made, there was a much 
smaller risk involved also Many promoters 
have been skeptical of coming to UTM in the 
past, but this proves there is potential here 
Now attention must be turned toward the 
future. Barry Manilow has been scheduled for 
April 8. The joint venture between SGA and the 
Inter-Hall Council can be a success if those 
involved will utilize all the resources available. 
SGA must put out no less of an effort than with 
Charlie Daniels. In addition, the IHC must hold 
up their end of the bargain, especially with 
extensive promotion within the dorms 
A major outdoor concert is also being 
discussed that could be the biggest event of the 


year After the success with the promoter 
sponsored concert Sunday, interest has been 
shown in a similar arrangement in May, using 
the football stadium and its larger seating 
capacity SGA should do everything within its 
power to see that this idea goes beyond the 
talking stage 

Ihe Fieldhouse, with its limited capacity, 
prohibits SGA from booking some groups that 
could be scheduled in the stadium No doubt, 
there will be some objections to this venture 
from administrative levels, but there are no 
problems that can't be overcome SGA should 
be relentness w its efforts to see that the 
promoters agree to the project and schedule a 
quality group 

Both SGA and the students should recognize 
the limitations on having many of the really 
"big name" groups But at the same time, they 
should see UTM does not have to settle for 
mediocrity. Groups such as Charlie Daniels 
and Manilow can be entertaining and not result 
in the traditional loss to SGA. 

Whether because of stronger efforts, better 
ideas or just pure luck. SGA may end the year 
with better entertainment than it began with. 
Now that it has been seen success is possible, 
students should settle for no less. 


Legislative approval neede 
on campus registration bill 


issued a statement urging registered student 

voters to participate in the upcoming city 
referendum. Unfortunately, few students are 
registered to vote in Weakley County. Many of 
these have not registered simply because of the 
inconvenience of the present registration laws 

The bill is now in the State and Local 
Government Committee and was not referred 
out after its Tuesday meeting. Whether this is 
any indication of the bill’s eventual fate cannot 
be known at this time. 

One thing that is certain, however, is that 
approval will require strong support by 

students. Rep. Larry Bates (D-Martin) and all 
other legislators should be reminded of the 
importance of this measure and be urged to 
fight for its approval. 

One thing is for certain, though-the bill will 
be only as effective as the use it is put to. If 
passed, students will have to take the time to 
request its implementation on campus. They 
will have to make use of this convenience, or all 
the effort will have been wasted. 

Right now, students need to show their 
support for the program-strong support. They 
need to write to their legislators and remind 
them of the importance of this measure and 
urge them to fight for its approval 


State legislators should give quick approval 
to the House bill that would allow supplemental 
voter registration on college campuses. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Bill Owen (D- 
KnoxviUe). would give citizens the right to 
petition the county election commission and 
call for and conduct supplemental registration 
at a particular location within the precinct The 
petition must be signed by not less than 200 
inhabitants of a precinct. 

This bill would mean 200 college students 
could ask the commission to come to campus to 
register them. Naturally, this would be an 
extremely helpful change for all Tennessee 
universities. It would be especially important 
to UTM students, since this University is in a 
unique position, not located in the county seat 

Wilh, so many first-time voters, this bill 
wouldbe particularly helpful for those students 
who have not yet registered in their home 
towns or would want to change their 
registration. In the past, many students have 
been in a state of limbo, not really knowing 
what the proper procedures are 
This measure has come up at an especially 
good time for UTM, since Martin officials have 
begun to recognize the student as a potential 
voter. This past week. Mayor Tom Copeland

More briefings were held 
Friday with the topic being the 
status of the Army and the 
future of the armed forces, 
Record said. A tour was also 
made of the Pentagon. 

The banquet was held on 
Friday night and, according to 
Record, it was the highlight of 
the trip. 

"That banquet was a real 
biggie,” he said. “The Marine 
Corps band played before we 
ate and the waiters had on 
coats that showed up real 
sharp in black lights. And the 
food was probably the best I 
have ever eaten. 

“Seeing President Ford was 
great too.” Record continued.

speech on nations) security 
and the budget was real 
good ” 

The speech was covered by 
the three major networks, but 
Record said their coverage 
was unfair. 

“Ford's speech was en 
lertaimng and informative,” 
Record said. "The TV people 
a hold of it, though 
use he misquoted one 
figure and what they showed 
was nothing like what it was 
like.

The briefings which were 
held during the council were 
conducted by some of the 
nation's top military officers, 
Record reported 

"They were very in¬ 
formative," he said "Some 
ofthem were on national 
defense and combat readiness 
but the majority were in¬ 
forming us how people are 
chosen for branch service 
after ROTC and what things 
enter into that. It was well- 
planned and well-timed.” 

Record, chosen for a three 
year ROTC scholarship which 
is paying for all of his 
schooling plus $100 per month, 
sees the ROTC program as a 
valuable one. 

“I've got a four-year 
obligation after college, but 
I’ll get an educational delay so 
that 1 can go to vet school," he 
said. “I'U come out com¬ 
missioned as a captain and go 
into the vet corps in the Army. 
After that I can either stay in 
the Army or go into private 
practice.” 

“Receiving this scholarship 
has helped economically, of 
course, but it has also helped 
me to learn management 
fundamentals," he continued 
"The same things apply to 
business and it helps to know 
how to take control. It is a real 
good program.” 

Record also visited the 
White House before flying 
back toMemphis on Feb. 22, 
taking a guided tour provided 
by a pass from Jones.

Students are being asked 
this quarter to participate in 
student evaluations which will 
be used for teacher self- 
improvement, according to 
Dr. Norman Campbell, vice 
chancellor for academic af¬ 
fairs 

"The idea of student 
evaluations is to help the 
teacher improve himself and 
to help the supervisor in their 
judgements of the teacher 
which they have been having 
to make for many, many 
years," Campbell said. 

Teacher evaluation has 
been talked about for the last 
four or five years and the 
Academic Senate approved 
the campus wide system in 
May 1974. 

“Many other colleges and 


universities have some 
system of student 
evaluation." Campbell said 
"Some departments have 
been having student 
evaluations for as much as 
five years. This is the first 
time it has been done under 
the Academic Senate plan.” 
1 Campbell said ap¬ 
proximately one-half of the 
departments had previously 
had some kind of student 
evaluations. 

Under the Academic Senate 
plan all departments are 
asked to perform the 
evaluations once a year but 
some departments may 
choose to do them each 
quarter Campbell said. 

Campbell said the student 
evaluations would have only a 
marginal effect, if any, on 


tenure or pay raises for 
teachers. 

"The results of the student 
evaluations will be kept 
confidential between the 
faculty member and his ad¬ 
ministrators," Campbell said. 

“If this is going to be 
meaningful and helpful, 
students need to take it 
seriously and let their answers 
represent their serious well 
considered opinions," 
Campbell stated 

Campbell said he believes 
the evaluation system should 
be reassessed after a year or 
two. 

“After we have given it an 
honest thorough trial, we 
should weigh all the positive 
and negative values and make 
a decision as to whether to 
continue it on the present 
basis," Campbell said 


What dorms will be open 
during spring break?

failure during the one year 
period of linguistic training 
and assimilation 

"The assignment of audit in 
lieu of a grade would require a 
repetition of the course in its 
entirety," the program states 
"Assignment of audit grades 
for failure to meet criteria is 

not proposed beyond the one 
year period of assimilation 
and is not proposed for in 
lernational students who 
enroll directly under the 
basis of proficiency in 
English.” 

This program was approved 
by the Academic Senate 
through Spring Quarter 1975, 
according to Dr Milton 
Simmons, dean of the School of 
Liberal Arts 

"The committee will deal 
with questions about the 
present program," Simmons 

said. 

A memorandum sent to 
committee members from 
Copeland presents various 
questions and comments 
which have been discussed by 
faculty and students 
Questions on the memoran¬ 
dum include: Should the 
instructor be allowed to make 
an evaluation on the reason 
for poor work or should the 

protection from failure be 
automatic? How should audits 
be handled? How long should 
students be protected from 
failure? Is the “AU” for audit, 
an appropriate grade for the 
program being considered and 
is it fair or legal to have 
national origin as the basis for 
not awarding "D" or “F” 
grades? 

The memorandum also 
presents the questions of what 
changes are needed for the 
“International Students" 
section of the General 
Catalog; Should a permanent 
faculty advisory group be 
formed to help and anticipate 
and solve problems and should 
international students be 
assigned academic advisors 
and. if so. when? 

"I have not found one 
faculty member who is 
against the program in 
principle, but the program 
does have several problem 
areas in its present form,"J?r, 
Copeland’s memorandum 
says. "Dr. Simmons as 
director of the program, has 
volunteered to make available 
to the committee any in¬ 
formation or documentation 
that the committee may wish 


to have for its deliberation 

“One of the main problems 
is we are trying to get some 
kind of grading program that 
will be fair to all regular and 
international students,'' 
Committee Chairman Joseph 
Devitia. said "There must be 
sympathetic understanding of 
cultural differences " 

“We will interview a 
number of students and 
faculty in the program before 
we make any final decisions,’' 
Devitia added "No decisions 
will be made until late 
Spring.” 

Simmons said some 
students may be abusing the 
audit grading system but he 
believes the majority of the 
students are making an honest 
effort. 

“If a failure to achieve 
credit is attributal to failure to 
attend classes or lack of 
student interest, we send the 

information concerning the 
scholarship student to the 
International Institute of 
Education." Simmons said. 

Henry C. Allison, dean of 
admissions and records, said 
he had heard some students 
express feelings that the 
program wasn't fair, but no 
staff member had singled him 
out to personally reflect any 
criticism of the program 

Dr. Allison said he did not 
have enough information to 
form a concrete opinion of the 
program but he feels 
whatever recommendations 
are made should contain the 
stipulation that the students 
put forth an effort, which 
would include regular class 
attendance, to even receive an 
audit grade. 

“I personally feel the in¬ 
ternational students deserve 
some consideration,” Allison 
said. 

"I’m very glad the com¬ 
mittee is studying the 
program, because I believe a 
more permanent kind of 
program needs to be worked 
out with broad faculty par¬ 
ticipation," Dr. Simmons 
said. 

“We’re hoping the initial 
year of linguistic training and 
assimulation that a successful 
adjustment can be made to 
our country, our culture and to 
demand of university life in 
the United Sates,” Simmons 
added. "I think most of the 
faculty and the students at 
UTM are working very hard to 
help these students with this 
difficult transition."

rides herd on convention and 
at the same time allows us to 
chuckle at our own prejudices 
and short-comings 

Songs like "Walk My 
Furrow" and "The Day the 
Preacher Came," however, 
celebrate the good in the old 
fashioned. "conventional", 
God-fearing past All this is 
juxtaposed with scathing 
attacks on garish modernism 
and commercialism 

"Mrs Olson" is a light¬ 
hearted punning jab at the 
“My-wife's-been-a-playing- 
around" theme in commercial 
country, and Professor 
Hayden's biggie, the title 
cuf'All the Late News from 
the Courthouse " is a cynical, 
overstated lampoon of a 
corrupt local legal system 

Some of the songs are not 
that outstanding lyrically, but 
all are set against a backdrop 
of good solid blue-grass 
oriented music. 

Professor Hayden's vocals 
are, to say the least, in¬ 
teresting They defy concrete 
description There is enough 
vibrato in his voice to set him 
apart from many other 
singers in country music but 
at the same time he seems to 
be perfectly confident within 
this type of music. 

I feel that my judgements in 
country music are slightly
